TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

Mat it please your Majesty, 

I am liappy to be able to report in very favourable terms 
regarding the condition of this College. Notwithstanding many 
disadvantages with which it has to contend, it has not only 
maintained its ground during the Session of 1839-90, but in 
several respects has made material advances. This will clearly 
appear from the particulars which I now proceed to adduce. 

The Number oe Students. 

The number of Students in attendance at our classes wa3 this 
year considerably larger than in the previous Session, Alto- 
gether, 461 were enrolled in the various Faculties, as against 422 
last year, an increase of 39. This increase was not confined to 
any one department of the College, hut was distributed over the 
Faculties of Arts, Medicine and Law. In the Faculty of Arts 
there were 177 Students ; in that of Medicine, 249 ; in Law, 33 ; 
in Engineering, S, Six Students attended in more than one 
Faculty. 

The number of new Students, or Freshmen, this year was 
also not only largely in excess of last year, but larger than it 
has been in any year since the opening of the College, with one 
exception. In all, 170 enrolled themselves for the first time in 
the various Faculties, as against 126 last year’ — an increase of 
44. Of this number 142 were Matriculated Students, and 2S 
non-Matriculated. 

If, instead of comparing the figures for this year with those 
of last, we take a broader view and look at the history of the 
College by decades, its progress, as regards the number of 
Students availing themselves of its advantages, becomes still 
more apparent. From the year 1849, in which it was opened, 
to 1859, 864 Students entered; from 1859 to 1869, 1,218; from 
1869 to 1879, 1,252 ; from 1879 to 1889, 1,357. During the 
first of these decades the average attendance in each Session 
was 189T ; during the second, 868’2; during the third, 400'3 ; 
during the fourth, which ended with last year, 473’4. These 
figures render the gradual and steady growth of the number 
of our Students abundantly apparent.

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Report of the President 


The Admission of Ladies. 

By a unanimous resolution of the College Council, the Medical 
Classes were this year for the first time thrown open to ladies, 
five of whom availed themselves of the opportunity thus afforded 
them of preparing for Medical degrees. It has been a matter 
of great satisfaction to me to learn from the reports furnished to 
me from time to time by the Medical Professors under whom 
these young ladies have studied, that .they applied themselves to 
their work with most laudable assiduity and success, and that 
their admission to the Medical Classes was attended with good 
results in every way. Two ladies attended Arts Classes, making 
seven in all who were enrolled on the College books during the 
Session. All our classes axe now open to both sexes. 

Cub Professoriate. 

The Professors and other officials have discharged their duties 
during the Session with great zeal, and unstinted devotion to the 
interests of the College. One of them, Dr. Letts, Professor of 
Chemistry, was last month awarded the Keith Medal, by the 
Council of the Royal Society of Edinburgh, for his researches 
into the organic compounds of phosphorus. 

On January 1st, 1890, Mr. Charles 'Hastings Crossley resigned 
the Professorship of Greek. Mr. Samuel Dill, M.A., Ex-Fellow 
of Corpus Christi College, Oxford, was appointed to succeed him 
by Warrant under Your Majesty’s Royal Sign Manual dated 
27th February, 1890, and entered upon the discharge of his 
duties shortly afterwards. The election to this Chair of one of 
our own alumni, who had so signally distinguished himself both 
here and at Oxford, was hailed with great satisfaction in the 
College. During the interval between the resignation of Professor 
Crossley and the appointment of Professor Dill, the duties of 
the Greek Chair were most satisfactorily performed by Mr. C. H. 

. Keene, M.A. 

The Studies and Successes .of the College. 

There has been the usual keen competition for the scholarships 
and prizes of the College, and the answering on which they 
have been awarded has uniformly been of a very high character. 
A list of the successful candidates is appended to this report. 

Our students have also continued to gain a large share of the 
degrees and honours of the Royal University of Ireland, At 
the examinations of this University held during the past 
academic year 253 of them passed in the various grades. This 
number was made up thus— thirty-five passed, the First Univer- 
sity Examination in Arts ; thirty-two the Second University 
Examination in Arts ; thirty-three obtained the Degree of B.A. ; 
seven the Degree of M.A. ; seven the Degree of LL.B. ; one the 
Degree of LL.D. ; one passed the First University Examination 
in Engineering; four the Second University Examination, in 
Engineering ; two obtained the Degree of B.E. ; thirty passed the 
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of Queen’s College, Belfast. 

First University Examination in Medicine ; twenty-six the Second 
University Examination in Medicine; forty the Third University 
Examination in Medicine ; and thirty-six Mescal Degrees were 
obtained. 

The following Students of this College gained Studentships 
or Exhibitions of the Royal University during the year. At the 
examinations for the Degree of M.A., Mr. George Woodburn was 
awarded the Studentship in Mental and Moral Science, with a 
gold medal for specially distinguished answering, and Mr. W. H. 
Rowan the Studentship in Classics. At the examinations 
for the Degree of B.A., Miss Sara Entrican and Messrs. J. H. 
Archer, Thomas Haslett, Thomas S. Kirk, W. B. Morton, J. M. 
Witherow, and Jackson Wood obtained First Class Exhibitions, 
and Messrs. W. E. P. Cotter and R. R. L. Leathern, Exhibitions. 
At the examination for the Degree of LL.B., Mr. Thos. H. Gibson 
obtained an Exhibition. At the examination for Medical Degrees, 
Mr. R. W. Haslett obtained an Exhibition. At the First Exami- 
nation in Medicine, Mr. Alexander Jamison and Mr. W. J. Woods 
obtained First Class Exhibitions ; at the Third Examination in 
Medicine, Mr. Patrick S. Griffith and Mr. Andrew Fullerton ob- 
tained Exhibitions. At the examination for the Degree of B.E., 
Mr. J. 0. Campbell obtained an Exhibition, and at the Second 
Examination in Engineering, Mr. Benjamin Moore obtained a 
First Class Exhibition, and Mr. J. W. Leebody an Exhibition. 
At the First University Examination in Arts, Messrs. J. G. 
Leathern, J. T. Gillespie, R. K. M’Elderry, W. A. Fullerton, and 
J. S. Baxter were all awarded First Class Exhibitions; and Messrs. 
David Megaw, N. E. Marjoribanks, and Samuel Gillespie, Exhibi- 
tions. At the Second University Examination in Arts, Mr. J. M. 
Bradshaw was awarded a First Glass Exhibition; and Messrs. 
Benjamin Moore, Janies Walker, W. J. M'Cracken, R C. Heron, 
A. L. Donald, and Thomas Houston, Exhibitions. In all, students 
of this College thus gained, during the year, thirty-five of the 
Royal University Studentships and Exhibitions. 

In other Universities they have also gained some notable 
honours. Mr. Ernest W. M'Bride has won First Class Honours 
and an Exhibition in Natural Science in the London University, 
First Class Honours in Part I. of the Natural Science Tripps in 
the University of Cambridge, and a Foundation Scholarship in 
St. John’s College. Mr. W. W. Haslett has gained a Foundation 
Scholarship, and Messrs. R. 0. Heron and J. A. Stewart, Exhibi- 
tions in St. John’s College, Cambridge. Mr. J. J. Alexander has 
gained a Wranglership in the Mathematical Tripos; and Mr. F. R. 
Keightly Honours in the Historical Tripos of the University of 
Cambridge. 

The Discipline of the College 
continues to be excellent. Nothing could surpass the usual good 
behaviour of the Students. 

The several Deans of Residences have furnished me with 
reports as to the Students under their care. From these I make 
the following' extracts. The Rev. Dr. Busby says : — 

“ I have the honour to report that the conduct of the Students of 
Queen’s College, Belfast, who, as members of the Church of Ireland,

have come under my spiritual superintendence, has been most excellent 
and moral. The lodging-houses in which they have resided are respectable 
and properly conducted, and most of the Students have been connected 
with one or other of our Churches.” 


The Rev. Dr. A. C. Murphy, the' Presbyterian Dean, reports as 
follows : — 

“ T have pleasure in reporting that I conducted a class, during the 
past session, in which I employed as a text-book Drummonds “ Natural 
Law in the Spiritual World,” mid at the end of which X held an exami- 
nation. The conduct of every member of the class was perfect, the 
answering at the examination was exceptionally good, and nothing was 
brought under my notice reflecting discredit on any Presbyterian

The Rev. Dr. M'Kay, the Methodist Dean, reports : — 

“The names of twenty-six Methodist Students have been given to me 
by the Registrar, Queen’s College, Belfast, as attending tlie session for 
18S9-90. I have not been able to take pastoral oversight of them at 
their respective residences, but, as on previous occasions, distributed 
them amongst several ministers in the oity to whose congregations 
they attached themselves, and have every reason tu believe that those 
ministers have looked after them, and that their conduct lias been 
satisfactory.” 


“ The Literary and Scientific Society,” 
in which the students have not only the opportunity of cultivating 
the art of effective and ready puhlic speaking, but of coming into 
closer and friendlier contact with each other than is possible in 
the class-room, has enjoyed another very prosperous session, under 
the presidency of Mr. James Hamill, B.A., who delivered the 
opening address in November last, while that at the elosing 
meeting in April was given by Sir Robert Ball, Royal Astronomer 
of Ireland. 

Visit of Els Excellency the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 

On 17tli January last, the College was honoured with a visit 
from His Excellency the Earl of Zetland, Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, who received a very loyal and hearty welcome. The 
following Address was presented to His Excellency : 

“To His Excellency Laurence, Eabl of Zetland, 

Lord Lieutenant General and General Governor of Ireland. 

May it please youu Excellency, 

On this your first visit to Queen’s College, Belfast, we, the President 
and Professors, bid you a most cordial welcome. 

We rejoice to receive your Excellency as the representative of Her 
Majesty the Queen, and to have this opportunity of assuring you of our 
unswerving loyalty to the person and throne of our gracious Sovereign 
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We are gratified that Her Majesty’s choice has fallen upon, your 
Excellency to be her Viceroy in Ireland, and we pray that your wise 
rale may prove as benignant and as advantageous to the country as that 
of any of your Excellency’s most distinguished predecessors. 

We are pleased to be able to inform your Excellency that this College 
enjoys continually increasing success in its beneficent work of imparting 
the benefits of a liberal education to the youth of Ulster, without dis° 
tinetion of class or creed. The attendance of students has steadily 
grown from a yearly average of 189, during the first decade of its his- 
tory, to an average of 473, in the fourth decade, now just concluded ; 
while the high positions in Her Majesty’s service, and in other walks of 
life, to which alumni of this College have risen, and the brilliant suc- 
cesses which they have achieved at the Royal University, the University 
of Oxford, and at your Excellency’s own alma mater, the University of 
Cambridge, where three times in ten years Belfast students have carried 
off the Senior Wranglership, sufficiently attest the value of the iustruc- 
tion given in our class-rooms. 

The College has indeed succeeded so well that in several of tire depart- 
ments the accommodation and appliances are now wholly insufficient 
for our requirements, and yet, unfortunately, we have been unable to 
obtain the additions to them which are absolutely necessary, if we are 
to continue to advance. We trust that a College which bears the name 
of Her Majesty, and which is acknowledged to stand second among the 
great educational institutions of Ireland, will not longer be hampered 
in its work by the want of requisite equipments. 

Again assuring Your Excellency of the pleasure witli which we 
receive this visit, and praying that the blessing of Heaven may continu- 
ally attend your viceroyalty,

To this Address His Excellency read the following reply : — 

» Mn. President and Gentlemen, 

I desire to express my sense of deep satisfaction for your assur- 
ances of loyal devotion to Our Sovereign Lady the Queen, and at the 
same time to convey to you my grateful thanks for the kind wishes you 
entertain for myself and for the success of ray official work. 

It has been my good fortune to-day to have had many opportunities 
of realizing the great progress that Belfast has made in comparatively 
recent years. 

I am glad to leel that this admitted progress is not confined to the 
commercial prosperity and material interests of your city, but that the 
work done by your College shows a marked intellectual advance, 
whether judged by the increased number of your students, or by the 
academic honours they have won for their atom mater. 

You do not, I trust, require any assurances on my part that I fully 
recognise the importance of University education, and that I cordially 
sympathise with all efforts for its further extension in tins country. 

I am fully sensible that the great progress which has been made in 
this College, and the increased cost of the modem requirements for 
scientific education, render it desirable that a larger expenditure should

be devoted to providing this College with the necessary equipment. 
This is a matter to which the Government have given anxious consider- 
ation, and if it became possible to deal with the general problems 
connected with higher education in Ireland, certainly the requirements 
of Queen’s College, Belfast, would receive most favourable attention. As, 
however, you are all aware, the general subject is one of extreme com- 
plexity, and is surrounded with difficulties, which put it out of my 
power at the present time to make any specific pledges with regard to 
the special wants of this College. 

Again I thank you most heartily for your kind welcome, and for 
your good wishes for the success of my administration." 


Gifts to the College. 

Two additional paintings have during the year been hung in 
{he Examination Hall, viz., a portrait of, the late President (the 
Rev. J. L. Porter, D.D., LL.D.), painted by Mr. Riehard Hooke, and 
presented to the College by the Professors and myself) and a 
portrait of Professor Purser, LL.D., D.SC., painted by Miss Sarah 
H. Purser, and presented to the' College by a number of Ms former 
Students, in order, to use their own words, to “ recall on behalf 
of a generation of Students who have gone out into the world 
their indebtedness to the Staff of the College under whose 
teaching and guidance they have sat, and their estimate of the 
important and far-reaching services rendered to education and 
learning" hy Professor Purser and his colleagues.” 

The Natural History Museum has been enriched during the 
year by the following gifts sent us by former students, which, 
valuable and useful in themselves, are additionally gratifying as 
indicating the continued regard for their old alma mater which 
is cherished by the donors : — A collection of Australian animals 
and minerals presented by Edward Leslie Pooler, Esq., M.D. ; a 
collection of animals from the New Hebrides and other places 
presented by James Dunlop, Esq., M.D., Surgeon, K.N. ; a collection 
of animals from Sumatra, presented by John B. Graham, Esq., 
M.D. ; and a collection of birds from the Himalayas, presented by 
Alexander Porter, Esq., M.D., M.E.I.A., Brigade-Surgeon in H. M. 
Indian Army. A number of books have also been presented to 
the College Library, a detailed list of which is given in the 
Appendix to this Report. The Library now contains over 40,000 
volumes. 

Our Needs. 

I have only further to report that the College continues to 
suffer seriously from the want of additional buildings and equip- 
ments. Application has been repeatedly and urgently made for 
these without effect, while the increase in the number of our 
Students, and the continually growing demands of modern 
education, render them more indispensable every year. I may 
perhaps he allowed to summarize in a sentence or two the more 
pressing of these wants. Some of them were several years aco 
urged on the attention of Your Majesty’s Government of that day, 
and all should unquestionably he supplied if this institution is to 
be such a fully equipped college as the North of Ireland requires 
and ought to have. * 
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of Queen’s College, Belfast. 

I. Several new Chaiks are urgently required. The “ Queen’s 
Colleges Commission ’’ of 188-4 pointed' out that Anatomy and 
Physiology should be taught from two Chairs, instead of one as 
at present, and that a Chair of Human and Comparative Patho- 
logy ought to be established. A Chair of Oratory or Public 
Speaking would be an inestimable boon and great advantage 
to the large number of our Students who are preparing for the 
pulpit and the bar ; and we should have a Chair of Music to 
prepare candidates for the musical degrees of the Royal Univer- 
sity and similar seats of learning. 

II. In the matter of Buildings, the College needs very con- 
siderable additions to its equipment. As has been frequently 
pointed out, the entire Laboratory accommodation requires to be 
remodelled and much enlarged. The Chemical Laboratory is 
scandalously inadequate ; we have no proper accommodation 
either for the Biological Laboratory or the Physical, and that 
for the Histological is quite insufficient. The Natural History 
Museum is in urgent need of enlargement, and so is the College 
Botanic Garden. Another want which daily observation renders 
more and more evident to me is that of a suite of Common- 
rooms for the Students, including reading-room, waiting-room, 
refreshment-room, and proper lavatory accommodation. It seems 
almost incredible that no proper apartments of this nature have 
hitherto been provided ; yet such is the fact. The Act under 
which the College was founded (8 & 9 Vic., cap. 66), also contem- 
plated the erection of Halls for the residence of Students, and I 
am convinced that the provision of such buildings would be a 
very great advantage. 

The North of Ireland ought to have a College second to 
none in tho kingdom in equipments and appliances, as its sons 
have proved themselves to be second to none in ability and 
capacity. I feel it to he my duty to state my emphatic con- 
viction once more that the interests of higher education among 
us are suffering most seriously from the delay in supplying the 
wants to which I have referred. 

I have appended to this report, as usual, a list containing the 
names of the Visitors, the President, the Professors, the Deans of 
Residence, and other officials of the College, together with a 
series of tables showing (1) the Numbers and Religious Persuasions 
of the Students who have entered it in each year since its estab- 
lishment ; (2) The Numbers and Religious Persuasions of the 
Students who have attended it in each y ear since its establish- 
ment; (3) the Numbers attending in each Faculty during the 
session now ending ; (4) the number of Students who came to 
the College from each of the provinces of Ireland, and from other 
places, during this Session ; (5) the Ages of the Students in atten- 
dance ; (6) the Number of Lectures given by each Professor 
during the Session, and the Number of Students attending each 
Class ; (7) the names of the College Scholars and Prizemen for 
this Session ; (8) a list of Degrees, Diplomas, and Honours obtained

Given by John Charters, Esq., an Exhibition, value Fifteen Pounds, and 
two Exhibitions, value Ten Pounds each, in the Literary Division of 
the Faculty of Arts; also one Exhibition, value Fifteen Pounds, and 
two, value Ten Pounds each, in the Science Division of the Faculty of 
Arts, to be called the “Charters’ Exhibitions,” and to be annually 
awarded during ten years, at the Examinations for the Literary and 
Scientific Scholarships of the first year, to students who, during at least 
one year previous to their entrance into college, have been in continuous 
attendance at the Royal Academical Institution, and who have attained 
the standard of excellence required at the Junior Scholarship Examina- 
tions. Also, an Exhibition, value Fifty Pounds,- tenable for one year, 
to be called the “Charters’ Medical Exhibition,’’ to be annually 
awarded during ten years, in connexion with the. Belfast School of 
Medicine, by the Trustees of the “ Charters’ Educational Fund.” 

This Exhibition to be conferred by a Special Examination in Medicine 
and Surgery, chiefly of a practical character, and to be open to any 
Medical Student to compete, provided he does not possess either a 
Medical or Surgical qualification.

Bequeathed by Robert Sullivan, Esq., ll.d., Barristor-at-Law, the 
sum of Four Thousand Founds for the endowment of Three Scholarships 
in the Queen’s College, Belfast, to be called the Sullivan Scholarships, 
two of them to be restricted to candidates who shall have acted as 
Teachers or Assistant Teachers in Irish National Schools for at least 
two years, and one of them to candidates who shall have been educated 
in the Royal Academical Institution, Belfast, for at least three years.
